WHEN Paperinc Watts.—The follow 
ing rules are for the scraping and treat 
ment of walls of various kinds, prepara 
tory to papering: 

If the walls have been previously papered 
it is advisable to scrape off old paper, not 
only from a sanitary standpoint, but also 
to insure a perfect job. Paperhangers 
cannot be too vigorous in advising custom 
ers to have walls and ceilings scraped pre 
vious to repapering. To remove ordinary 
wallpaper, soak the paper by applying hot 
water with an old brush and then scraping 
with a hand or pole scraper. Heavy paper, 
such as leathers and felts, should be treated 
to a coat of hot paste, thinned down to the 
consistency of cream. After a few min 
utes, soaking remove by scraping. 

Whitewashed walls should be scraped, 
after thoroughly wetting the walls with 
thin paste or water, then size with strong 
sizing. If whitewash is not thick or scaly, 
a strong solution of vinegar will answer 
all purposes. 

For damp walls we advise either one, 
two or three coats of shellac over the damp 
surface; or tinfoil, which is put up in 
sheets, can be tacked or pasted over the 
damp spots. 

For varnished paper, mix about two 
pounds of common brown sugar or molas 
ses to half a bucketful of water, then ap 
ply like sizing. The mixture is also good 
for oil-painted walls.

Tansy is a sure preventive of moths 
Sprinkle the leaves freely about your wool 
ens and furs when putting them away for 
the summer, and the moths will never get 
into them. When I was a child my grand 
mother used to send me to a tansy patch on 
the hill with a large basket, in which to 
bring home plenty of tansy leaves. In the 
garret were five hair-covered trunks, stud 
ded with brass nails, filled with her best 
blankets, flannels, sheets, etc. I remember 

how grandmother took the extra supply out 
of those trunks in the garret once a year, 
hung the articles on the clothesline down in 
the orchard, beat them and put them away 
again to lie amid the tansy leaves until an 
other year. The fourth generation of her 
posterity are sleeping under the same blan- 
kets and coverlets now, which proves the 
efficacy of that remedy of the olden time.

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Boil the eggs for quite ten minutes in the 
dye, and leave them in for fifteen minutes 
ifter boiling, unless you are satishied with 

depth of the color, after which dry 
them and rub them well with a piece of 
paper dipped in salad oil, and then with a 
soft cloth in order to polish them. 

Decorating the eggs is rather fascinating 
work, and children are hugely delighted at 
finding their name or some inscription in 
white on a dyed egg. It is done in this 
way: Before boiling the eggs write on 
them any date, name, etc., desired, using a 
piece of suet cut to a point, or what 
answers well is a fine wax taper; some 
people use the pointed end of a candle 
Where the shell has been greased it will 
not take the dye, and the design stands out 
in white. 

Another way is to paint on the name, 
etc., with silver, gold or other paint, when 

the egg is cold; 

this looks v ery 
well. Instead of 
coloring the egg, 
some clever pencil 
sketches may be 
made, and are 
very effective if 
done on the un 
dyed shell, and 
the boiling does 
not wash off the 
- marks at all. Or, 
after boiling and 
cooling, paint on 
artistically any 
seasonable flow- 
er, quaint figure, 
or a landscape. These done on a large 
turkey’s egg are sometimes perfect little 
works of art. At one time, especially in 
Russia, gold and silver eggs were in vogue, 
the eggs being boiled, then painted with 
gold or silver paint or rubbed over with 
gold or silver leaf. So treated, they are 
simple and pretty 

Edible eggs are another Easter novelty 
These need skill, but are thought very 
highly of by the juveniles. Cut off a neat 
little top from the pointed end of the egg, 
empty out its contents, fix it upright and 
fill in the shell with liquid jelly, blanc 
mange, creani mixed with gelatine, melted 
chocolate, ete., and if the top is not broken 
replace that, or else conceal the hole with 
a little picture, flower, a sweet or some 
such thing. Then, when cold, the child can 
chip off the shell and devour the novel con 
tents. The dyed eggs can, of course, be 
eaten, but hard-boiled eggs are not the 
most wholesome, and some dyes, such as 
onion skin, impart a slight flavor which is 
unpleasant. 

One of the prettiest ways to present 
Easter eggs is to lay them in snug nests 
made of straw, imitating nature as closely 
as possible. Even more fascinating still is 
the German fashion of hiding the eggs in 
the garden for the children to find. The 
pleasurable excitement of hunting for and 
then finding some gloriously colored egg 
nestling in the bed of lilies of the valley, 
in a root of daffodils or under a big clump 
of violets is a joy not soon forgotten.

the twilight In the future the animal 
without any guidance, will every evening 
promptly lie down in this very place when 
returning from the fields

Pertectly bias bands of silk are cut, we will 
say, an inch wide, though the width of the 
bands must vary according to the thickness 


of the cord to be covered Che bias ends 


of these narrow strips must then bx 


together and stitched by machine, as it is 
necessary that the piecing hold close and 
firm. It is then doubled, wrong side out, 


and a row of machine stitching 
one-eighth of an inch from the free edges 
thus forming a narrow tubing about half 
an inch wide. One end of the cord is then 
firmly sewed to a bodkin, the bodkin 
serted full length in the silk tube, and the

cord attached to the bodkin. The latter is 
then pushed through the tube of silk, the 


fastened end of which—as well as the 
cord—it draws after it (see Fig. 5), thus 
covering the latter with the silk as it goes 
Chis cord is sewed to the foundation ma 
terial with coarse buttonhole twist or em 


broidery silk, as is desired. Pe rsonally, | 
prefer the former, as it is tighter twisted 
and is not so inclined to rough up. The 
stitch used to fasten it to the material is 
just a loop of the silk drawn over the cord 
at intervals of about half an inch, with the 


long intervening stitch on the under side
